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Attacking 
dog will be 
put down 
next time 

THE owner of a dog which 
attacked a woman and her 
pet in front of her daughter 
has been warned his dog will 
be destroyed if it happens 
again. 

Julia Tolley was walking 
her English setter with her 
eight-year-old daughter in 
Haden Hill Park, Cradley 
Heath, when she was attack¬ 
ed by a Patterdale terrier. 

Kim Fowkes’ dog inflicted 
13 puncture wounds on the 
victim’s hand, leaving her 
daughter traumatised, and 
hurting the setter. 

The small terrier had 
burst free of his harness and 
muzzle after an explosion 
startled it, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Fowkes, aged 52, of High- 
field Crescent, Halesowen, 
admitted owning of a dog 
dangerously out of control. 

Mr Bernard Linnemann, 
prosecuting, said the dog 
had a history of aggression 
while outside the home and 
that it had attacked a pen¬ 
sioner two years earlier. 

Miss Samantha Powis, 
defending, said on the day of 
the attack, November 17, a 
firework had gone off near 
where Fowkes and his dog. 

She said: “I want to make 
a distinction between people 
who let bull terriers and 
staffies off in the park and 
these law abiding people.” 

Fowkes was ordered to 
pay fines of £250, compensa¬ 
tion of £500, costs of £600 
and a £15 surcharge. The 
dog will be placed on a con¬ 
tingent destruction order. 

Flag lowered 
for Thatcher 

SANDWELL Council is the 
only local authority in the 
Black Country to lower its 
flag to half mast in respect 
for Lady Thatcher. The 
Labour-controlled council 
made the gesture as a mark 
of respect for the former 
Prime Minister following 
her death on Monday.

LEADER TAKES OVER 
CHILDREN'S SERVICES 


SANDWELL’S council leader has 
taken control of the borough’s under¬ 
fire children’s services department 
after the resignation of its head, 
Councillor Bob Badham. 

Councillor Darren Cooper will be picking up the 
cabinet portfolio for children and families and has 
pledged a “root and branch review” following an 
Ofsted inspection which rated the council’s child pro¬ 
tection arrangements as inadequate. 


He will look after the post 
until May when a new 
cabinet member is 
appointed. 

Councillor Badham stepp¬ 
ed down on Wednesday 
while Helen Smith, who was 
suspended from her role as 
service director for children 
and families ahead of the 
publication of the report, 
has also resigned. 

The Department for Edu¬ 
cation has said it is “con¬ 
cerned” with the report. 

Councillor Cooper said : 
“What we are doing is a root 
and branch review of that 
report identifying the new 
areas that they may have 
identified as part of this 
Ofsted inspection. 

Installed 

They acknowledge in this 
inspection that we are fully 
aware of the issues that need 
to be addressed to get this 
service right.” 

The borough was first 
branded ‘inadequate’ by 
Ofsted in 2009, prompting 
an investigation. An 
improvement plan was 
drawn up, but in 2010 it 
again received a poor rating. 

A new management struc¬ 
ture was installed, with 
Helen Smith becoming 
service director for children 
and families in May 2011. 

Former children’s serv¬ 
ices director Barbara 
Peacock pulled the depart¬ 
ment up to an adequate 
rating but left last October. 

This new report has down¬ 
graded the rating to inade-

quate once more. The 
council appointed private 
firm iMPOWER last Novem¬ 
ber on a £1.15 million part¬ 
nership contract over 30 
months to help run chil¬ 
dren’s services. 

That brought a new direc¬ 
tor of children’s services, 
Simon White, who has been 
praised by Ofsted as being 
“highly experienced” and a 
with a clear vision for the 
development of the services. 

But Councillor Cooper 
said: “iMPOWER have come 
in, they have only been with 
us for two months, they 
[Ofsted] also acknowledged 
that that is the way forward 
and believe that we have got 
a firm grasp of what needs to 
be done, but in the two 
months they have not had 
the time to begin to turn 
things round. 

“We still remain on an 
improvement notice from 
the last inspection and we 
told the Government that 
we did not want to come off 
the improvement notice 
which would have been easy 
for us to do when they asked 
us in January. 

“But we said we are not 
ready, we need more time.” 
tthe last couple of months. 

Chris Spencer, chairman 
of Sandwell’s improvement 
board, which was brought in 
when the council was ini¬ 
tially given the improve¬ 
ment notice described the 
report as “disappointing”.

Mother in 
£54k con 
of benefit 
is failed 

A CHEATING mother of 
one, who conned almost 
£54,000 out of Sandwell 
Council while the man she 
was secretly living with 
worked for the same local 
authority, has been been 
jailed for eight months 

Julie Whitehorn carried 
out the fraud for seven years 
by falsely claiming to be a 
single parent living with her 
nine-year-old daughter, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard last week. 

The 43-year-old from 
Central Avenue, Tipton, was 
able to pocket housing and 
council tax benefits as well 
as income support between 
January 2004 andMay 2011, 
Mr Mark Jackson, prosecut¬ 
ing said. 

But she had been living 
with her partner Geoffrey 
Garrett since January 2004 
- and he was employed by 
Sandwell Council as a ceme¬ 
tery superintendent at West 
Bromwich Crematorium. 

Mr Jackson said: 
“Throughout the fraud his 
wages were paid into her 
bank account and his 
employment records showed 
that he was resident in the 
same house.” 

Miss Alison Scott-Jones, 
defending, said Whitehorn 
had been living alone when 
she first claimed benefits 
but failed to inform the 
authorities after her partner 
moved in. Whitehorn, who 
was of previous good charac¬ 
ter, pleaded guilty to three 
charges of benefit fraud.

Hospital 
action on 
leavers 

MEASURES are being 
taken to try to stop mental 
health patients absconding 
from a West Bromwich hos¬ 
pital by jumping over fences. 

The Black Country NHS 
trust are taking action at 
Hallam Street Hospital as 
the number of patients 
leaving without permission 
has been continuously high. 

A report to Sandwell 
Council shows that in 
2012/13, 210 absconded in 
the area covered by Black 
Country Partnership NHS 
Foundation Trust with 123 
at Hallam Street. 

Patients leaving Hallam 
Street fell slightly year-on- 
year since 2008/09, when 
there were 137 incidents, 
but the consistently high 
number of patients leaving 
without first speaking to 
staff led to more action. 

An initiative was 
launched in October 2010 
but numbers did not fall sig¬ 
nificantly so work has 
started on increasing the 
height of the fences. 

The report says this “was 
put off in the past and has 
only been taken now after 
lengthy and careful consid¬ 
eration”. Deborah Mason, 
divisional director of mental 
health services, said they 
were continuing to work to 
reduce numbers of absconds 
at the hospital.” 


A picture of the Ormiston 
Forge Academy pupil at 
work posted on Sandwell 
Council’s Facebook page 
was ‘liked’ by more than 
16,500 people, including 
people from China and 
Denmark, and there were 
more than 1,600 comments 
praising his good deed. 

“I did not want anyone to 
fall over and hurt them¬ 
selves,” said Jordan, who

They promised to send 
someone to clear the alley - 
used by elderly residents to 
get to the rail station. 

Worried someone might 
hurt themselves, Jordan got 
up at 6.30am the next day to 
do it himself. He returned 
after school to break-up 
remaining ice. 

“Every time it snows I 
help the old people do their 
garden so I thought I’d buy 
the sand so I could do their 
drives as well,” he said. 

“I have the rest of the year 
to spend the money on 
myself. I normally get a 
couple of pounds by neigh¬ 
bours for helping so I’m 
happy with that.” 

His mother, Lisa, who 
posted the pictures on Face- 
book, said she was over¬ 
whelmed by the response.

Gym and dance

Authority takes staff back at £280k cost

SANDWELL Council has spent more than 
£280,000 on redundancies since 2008-09 for 
38 workers it later re-employed. 

The highest payment among them was to 
an axed service development manager, who 
received £17,749 and who was later re¬ 
employed as a tutor in September 2011. 

The revelation comes as the authority 
battles to save £100m by 2017. 

Councillor Steve Eling, the council’s joint 
deputy leader and finance chief, said: 
“There is no suggestion of financial irregu¬ 
larity. Redundancy is a last resort but people 
will inevitably apply for similar jobs to their 


old job, whenever they become available. 
We’re not taking people’s jobs away unnec¬ 
essarily. We’re doing what we can to balance 
the budget.” 

The authority initially said it could not 
provide information on how many axed 
workers it took on again since 2008-09, after 
a request under the Freedom of Information 
Act, because the information was not 
recorded centrally. 

That was despite its external auditors 
KPMG finding cases of staff being re¬ 
employed as agency staff or consultants last 
year - and leading KPMG to question 


whether the authority’s cuts provided value 
for money for the taxpayer. 

However, it was then argued that the 
council should reveal information about 
redundant workers which was presented to 
its audit committee at a behind closed doors 
meeting on September 17. 

Range 

The exact cost of those cuts, and the 
numbers of people re-employed, were not 
detailed in the public minutes of the 
meeting, but can now be revealed. 

The cuts covered a range of job titles, 


including four community support workers. 
Three of those had been taken on again in 
October 2010. Two of them, who received 
£11,401 and £11,816 in redundancy respec¬ 
tively were re-employed as support workers. 

Councillor Mahboob Hussain, the 
council’s other joint deputy leader and who 
oversees HR, said: “These are rare occasions 
when people have been brought back in.” 

Wolverhampton City Council axed 138 
people who chiefs said were later “re¬ 
engaged”. Walsall re-employed 10 staff. 
Dudley cut 15 posts where the workers were 
later re-employed.

Russell Barstow, aged 32, of 
Sunnybank Road, Oldbury, will 
try to complete the length of 
Offa’s Dyke to raise money for 
bone cancer charity Myeloma 
UK after his father was diag¬ 
nosed with the disease. 

In December his father 
Derrick, 55, slipped and broke 
his hip. Tests revealed he had 


the incurable cancer - found in 
bone marrow and which 
destroys the body’s ability to 
fight infection. 

Russell will walk the dyke, on 
the English/Welsh border, on 
his own from April 21. 

He will camp on the way, and 
carry everything, including his 
tent, sleeping bag and clothes. 

“The recommendation is 
that the walk should be done in 


14 days,” he said, “but I’m 
attempting to do it in seven. 

“There are rumours that 
runners have managed it in 
four days, but I haven’t found 
anyone yet who has managed to 
walk it in a week. 

“I’ll be walking from 5.30am 
every day right through until as 
close to 6pm as I can get.” 

He hopes to complete the 
route, between Prestatyn and 


the Bristol Channel, to raise 
£1,000 for the charity - the only 
UK organisation dealing specif¬ 
ically with myeloma. 

He said: “Research into the 
disease and awareness of the 
charity is quite important.”

Listed building revamp 
plan to aid sale chance 


A LISTED building, on Sandwell Coll¬ 
ege’s former site will undergo major 
redevelopment so it can be sold. 

The college say that any work done on The Marble 
Building, on the site in Crocketts Lane, Smethwick, will 
respect the original design of the Grade II listed block. 


It comes after the college 
submitted an application to 
Sandwell Council to demol¬ 
ish two connecting bridges 
linking other buildings ear¬ 
marked to be knocked down. 

Afterwards it is hoped 
that the disused building 
can be sold. 

A college spokeswoman 
said: “We are currently 
going through the stages 
necessary to get the building 
ready for sale as the former 
campus is surplus to 
requirements, now that we 
are in the new Sandwell 
College at Spon Lane, West 
Bromwich. 

Watertight 

“We plan to make the 
building watertight and fill 
in the holes left after the 
adjoining bridges are taken 
out. 

“Obviously, we would use 
materials which are sympa¬ 
thetic and in keeping with 
the original design of the 
listed entrance area, The 
Marble Building.” 

Sandwell Council now 
plans to join to college in 
marketing the listed college 
building, along with the 
neighbouring cleared site of

the former Crocketts Lane 
Primary School. Demolition 
of the other buildings at the 
site was announced last 
month in an effort to stop 
the area being targeted by 
thieves and vandals. 

The campus was repeat¬ 
edly attacked and was also 
used by people sleeping 
rough at night. 

News comes after it was 
revealed the nine-storey 
tower block, in High Street, 
West Bromwich, which was 
also used by the college, will 
soon be demolished. 

The Government’s 
Homes and Communities 
Agency, which is the current 
owner of that site, has asked 
Sandwell planning bosses 
for permission to knock 
down the building. 

They want to clear the site 
to make way for a modern 
development including 
apartments, shops and a 
hotel. 

The £77 million campus in 
Spon Lane was officially 
opened by the Countess of 
Wessex. Pupils had trans¬ 
ferred there from the three 
old sites last year.

Mr Kirandeep 
Soor, defending, said she did 
her best to look after the dog 
but was not able to cope. 

The judge said: “Neigh¬ 
bours offered to help and 
this was refused.”

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Begging is 
tackled in 
crackdown 

POLICE say they take a 
“zero tolerance” approach 
towards begging in Smeth¬ 
wick after two arrests. 

Bearwood Road has been 
a hotspot and two beggars 
who got people to hand over 
cash were fined. 

Sgt Cheryl Reed said: 
“Begging on Bearwood Road 
is one of our neighbourhood 
priorities.

Robert Robinson and Zoe 
Nixon-Harvey paid £96 in 
fines and costs at Sandwell 
Magistrates Court. 

Robinson, aged 42, of 
Hagley Road, said his car 
broke down and he had to 
get back to Mancheste while 
Nixon-Harvey, 36, had a sign 
saying she was hungry and 
homeless though she lived in 
a Bearwood Road flat. 

Magistrates found both 
guilty of begging in a public 
place and each were fined 
£36 and told to pay £40 costs 
plus a £20 victim surcharge. 

Sgt Reed said tackling the 
problem was not easy and 
although they had targeted 
patrols to tackle the issue, 
they also relied on the com¬ 
munity for information. 

Families get 
gangs help 

WORKSHOPS about gang 
culture are being held in as 
Sandwell Council works 
with community groups on 
‘Gangs in Sandwell?’ ses¬ 
sions, funded by the Home 
Office, to help parents.

Warning on callers harvesting bank details 


NEWS 

in brief 


SANDWELL people are being warned of 
bogus callers who are conning people into 
handing over their bank account details. 

Fraudsters are calling and claiming to be 
from a magazine, before asking if people 
want to take part in a survey. They ask ques¬ 
tions and call later to say they have won £40 
worth of petrol vouchers. However, they ask 
for bank details to claim. 

Now the borough’s safety boss has urged 
people to be on their guard. Victims include 
ex-Sandwell mayor Bill Archer, who had to 
have account details changed. 

Mr Archer, aged 85, of Churchfield Road, 


Wednesbury, said: “On Monday I got this 
call from someone who wanted to ask me 
questions about household items for a new 
magazine. I thought they seemed nice. 

“It was very convincing. The following 
day they rang me to say I had won petrol 
vouchers and I thought ‘great’. But then 
they said they needed my account details.” 

Mr Archer passed on details but later 
rang his bank after discussing what had 
happened with his daughter, Wednesbury 
councillor Elaine Costigan. They changed 
details so no-one could access his account. 

Mr Archer said: “The people who do this 


are obviously bloody criminals. They are 
scum and should be locked up. They know 
that old people are frail and vulnerable. 

“I have spoken to a few people it has hap¬ 
pened to.” Sandwell cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services Councillor Ian 
Jones said the scam was by people who are 
experts in getting information from people. 

He said: “People should not pass on bank 
account details to anyone over the phone. 
Beware of callers who claim you have won 
money. It is likely to be a scam. Never send 
anything without being absolutely certain 
of who and where you are sending it. Basi¬ 


cally, if it sounds too good to be true then it 
often is.” In 2011 trading standards officers 
said they were had at least three reports a 
week from people who said they were prom¬ 
ised council tax rebates and loans before 
being asked for bank details and other per¬ 
sonal information. 

An upfront payment, usually by money 
transfer, was demanded from the victim. 
There have also been cases of callers claim¬ 
ing to be from the council who ask for credit 
card details so council tax can be refunded.

Thorny problem for 
the first-time buyers 


ONCE again another idea on how to stimulate the housing 
market and get first-time buyers on the bottom rung. 

Regretfully, there is no easy fix in regard to this. Now we 
have a position where first-time buyers on low incomes are 
unable to purchase, so those already on the ladder are 
unable to move. 

When I was first on the property ladder, things were so 
much easier in some respects as we did not have all the 
“must haves” of modern life. Therefore, we need to priori¬ 
tise what we want. Mortgages were always difficult to get, 
so things have not changed much. 

We did go through a period of mortgages up to 125 percent 
of valuation, but look where we are now. Throwing money 
at people to help them buy is not the solution. We have to go 
back to square one. Possibly a tax rate of around 95 percent 
to land owners wanting to make huge profits on something 
which God provided in the first place and use that tax in 
order to reduce house prices. Something else which I sug¬ 
gested many years ago when I was a Mortgage Manager was 
to tax profits made on resale properties over and above the 
inflation rate from the date of purchase.

not banned 


THE father of tragic television presenter Mark 
Speight, who had been caught in Sandwell 
speeding for a fourth time in the past year, 
has escaped a driving ban. 

The Wolverhampton-born TV star, who presented the 
BBC children’s art show SMart, died in 2008, just months 
after he found his fiancee dead in the bath of their London 


flat. 

His father, Oliver Speight, 
has been allowed to continue 
driving because he needs his 
car for the foundation he set 
up in his son’s memory. 

The 75-year-old from 
Staffordshire, who founded 
Speight of the Art, was given 
three penalty points at 
Sandwell Magistrates’ 
Court, taking his total to 12. 

He was fined £100 and 
ordered to pay £80 costs, 
plus a £20 victim surcharge. 

Speight’s Mercedes Benz 
was flashed doing 38mph on 
a 30mph stretch of the A34 
Birmingham Road, Great 
Barr, on September 16. 

He pleaded guilty to 
speeding but told magis¬ 
trates a disqualification 
would hinder the work of the 
foundation, which supports 
children through art.

hearing, Speight said: “I’m 
absolutely delighted. We are 
grateful to the court.” 

He said his role required 
him to do a lot of travelling. 

Magistrate Mr Terence 
Wood told him he was “a 
lucky man”. 

“We are moved as a bench 
by your actions and commit¬ 
ment to your charity,” Mr 
Wood said. 

“But speeding is a serious 
offence and the very reason 
we have speed limits is to 
protect the children which 
your charity sets out to 
help.” 

The court heard Speight 
had three convictions for 
speeding in the past year. 

He told the hearing he had 
already tempered his 
driving as a result of the 
latest speeding fine.

BUNTING, colourful flags, parades 
and parties will hit the streets this 
month as the region gears up for this 
year’s St George’s Day celebrations. 

The Black Country will be awash 
with patriotism as scores of events 
are held to celebrate England’s 
patron saint on April 23.

Now it has emerged police officers have 
teamed up with housing officers, who will 
consider so-called tenancy demotion for 
parents, if their children misbehave. 

Tenancy demotions work like yellow 
cards as residents in social housing are 
warned they have lost any status or benefit 
from being a long-term tenant. 

Priority 

Any further problems could prompt their 
eviction so there is greater scrutiny on 
tenants’ behaviour, and those of people 
living with them. 

Sgt Kym Jones, of Great Barr with Yew 
Tree neighbourhood police, said: “Anti¬ 
social behaviour is still a priority on Yew 
Tree and Great Barr and we endeavour to 
give residents the quality of life they 
deserve. 

“Police officers and PCSOs continue to 
monitor nine youths who are currently on 
acceptable behaviour contracts. Housing 
officers are working with us and are prepar¬ 
ing tenancy demotion and even eviction for 
the offenders who continue to cause prob¬ 
lems. Anti-social behaviour calls have

IT was a mass protest that left 
Black Country workers on 
the verge of starvation and 
created ripples felt nationally. 

And now, 100 years on, events have 
been organised to commemorate the 
anniversary of the 1913 Wednesbury 
Tube Strike. 

It saw thousands of men in the Black 
Country come out in support of 
workers seeking wage parity with their 
Birmingham colleagues who were 
earning 23 shillings a week, which was 
still a low wage for the time. 

Freelance writer and history enthu¬ 
siast Brendan Hawthorne, who 
recently gave a lecture at Wednesbury 
Library, said although it is a story of 
hardship, austerity and tragic conse¬ 
quences, there are still comic 
moments, funny stories and music to 
lighten the dark times. 

“There are so many parallels with 
today. The balance of standing up for 
your rights but also putting food on the 
table is still in evidence a hundred

years on,” he said. The strike started 
on May 9 when 200 workers from 
Crown Works demanded higher wages. 
Large numbers of strikers gathered in 
the Market Place. 

It spread across the Black Country, 
and in a matter of weeks, there were up 
to 50,000 people involved. 

During the unrest, families strug¬ 
gled for basic food items and relied on 
charity to help them through the tough 
times. 

Shopkeepers showed their support 
by giving away free food, there were 
visits to the region by major figures 
such as the trade unionist Tom Man, 
and there were marches to London and 
south Wales. 

After three months of unrest, the 
strikers returned to work after the 
employers agreed on a minimum wage 
of 22 shillings a week for unskilled 
labourers. 

Mr Hawthorne, of Wharfdale Street, 


Wednesbury, added: “So little is known 
about this event that I feel I need to 
show the townsfolk of Wednesbury 
how strong-minded and brave their 
ancestors were.” 

Wednesbury historian Paul Fantom 
will be giving a talk to Wednesbury 
History Society on May 7. 

“I think this is a period that has been 
overlooked by historians but it is of 
huge importance,” said Mr Fantom, 
aged 45. This protest sparked a growth 
in trade unionism. 

“You went from a situation where 
workers were on 18 shillings a week - 
and we have social research saying a 
family needed a minimum of 21 
shillings a week to survive - to an 
improved standard of living. 

“It’s something that should be cele¬ 
brated for the impact it had on commu¬ 
nities.” 

Mr Fantom’s talk is expected to take 
place at Wednesbury Museum and Art 
Gallery. Call 0121 556 0683 for infor¬ 
mation.

Mrs Maggie Meakin, prosecuting, said 
that Purewal had claimed £30,361.54 while 
working for 80 Healthcare, Sportswift and 
Argos. 

She admitted four charges of wrongly 
claiming income support and council tax 
benefit between January and July 2007 and 
a five-day period in March 2008. 

Purewal, of Livingstone Road, also admit¬ 
ted three charges of making a false state¬ 
ment regarding her situation in October 
and November of 2006 and June 2007. 

Mr Andrew Choudhary, defending, said 
his client had paid almost £500 back since 
she had been caught. 

He added: “Her husband has effectively 
deserted his family and only comes back for 
money. Over the years she has had to fend 
for herself. 

Magistrates told her she could be facing a 
prison sentence. 

She will appear at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court for sentencing on April 26 at 2pm. 
She was bailed unconditionally until then. 


Manhole metal thief 

A FORMER football hopeful caught red- 
handed trying to steal copper wire in the 
Rowley Regis has admitted theft. 

Michael Barnard, who had trials with 
West Ham, was found in a manhole after a 
BT engineer went to investigate a routine 
line-fault.

RESIDENTS in Sandwell have 
been warned to be on their guard 
after a number of complaints 
about rogue traders. 

The borough’s trading standards depart¬ 
ment has received a number of complaints 
in recent weeks. 

A number of elderly people have been 
cold-called to be told repairs were required 
to their roofs, but where work was agreed, 
more alleged work was required at an over¬ 
inflated cost. 

In one instance, an initial £285 for a job 
rose to £2,600. 

Officers are now concerned about poten¬ 
tially illegal practices including false repre¬ 
sentations, unreasonable charges and 
unfinished poor quality work. 

Trading standards officer Mark Beesley 
said: “As the weather improves, there is an 
increased risk of rogue traders cold-calling 
at peoples doors.” 

Cheap 

Mr Beesley said common types of scams 
seen at this time of year included offering to 
replace a tile or slate on the roof but then 
saying that water is getting into the roof and 
needs replacing urgently, or traders giving a 
cheap price to clear the garden but then 
charging much more for ‘extra’ work. 

Other scams see conmen stating that they 
are working in the area and have an amount 
of tarmac leftover which will go off if it is 
not used and occasions where they state 
they will replace rotten wooden soffits, 
fascia boards and guttering but use cheap 
plastic to cover the problem instead. 

Mr Beesley added: “I urge residents not to 
agree to anything on the doorstep and to 
keep a particular eye on elderly and vulner¬ 
able neighbours who may be having work 
done.” 

Residents should report suspicious activ¬ 
ity to the Citizens Advice Consumer Service 
on 0845 04 05 06 and are advised to use the 
Tradewell in Sandwell scheme.

Store worker hid 
money she stole 
in her underwear 


A WOMAN who stole thousands of pounds by stuffing cash into her 
underwear at the Smethwick Asda store where she worked has been 
spared a jail term. Sandwell Magistrates’ Court heard how Lynda 
Freeman stole £5,666 over several months. 


Ms Kelly Crowe, prosecuting, told the 
court how Freeman, who worked at the store 
as a part-time cash clerk for around four 
years, had been sneaking money out of the 
cash office hidden in her bra. 

She was eventually caught by security 
officers in November, when a spot search 
uncovered £120 concealed in her underwear. 

The company had reported that over a 
period of around six months the store had 
experienced a loss of around £6,000. 

Freeman, aged 49, of Byfleet Close, 
Bilston, admitted to stealing “a large 
amount of money”, before immediately 
handing in her notice. 

Difficult 

Her house was searched and £700 was 
recovered, which she admitted was stolen. 

Mr Paul Selby, defending, told the court on 
Friday how Freeman had fallen onto hard 
times when her husband left her, leaving her 
with credit card debts and mortgage arrears. 

Mr Selby said: “When her husband left 
her with all of those debts, she was not only 
under a great deal of pressure personally, 
but also a lot of pressure trying to keep the

family together. “She was still having to pay 
bills. She was in dire need and the first occa¬ 
sion she took any money was when she took 
around £100 to pay a gas bill. 

“But then another bill, and then another 
came along, and before she knew it she was 
stuck in a very difficult position where she 
lost control about how much she was taking. 

“It was at the outset always her intention 
to pay it back, but that simply became 
impossible and it was only a matter of time 
before she was caught out. 

“You couldn’t describe the offence as 
sophisticated, it was simply a case of her 
stuffing cash into her underwear and 
leaving the store, over a period of time.” 

Taking into account her guilty plea, mag¬ 
istrates sentenced Freeman to six weeks in 
prison, suspended for 12 months, for one 
count of theft by employee. 

She will also be supervised for 12 months, 
will have to attend a women’s project, must 
pay compensation of £5,000, an £80 victim 
surcharge and £85 costs. 


Firefighter 
tower gets 
approval 

A 50ft training tower which 
will help firefighters from 
across Europe hone their 
skills tackling high rise fires 
will be built in Oldbury after 
plans were approved. 

West Midlands Fire 
Service will build the six- 
storey tower, which will sim¬ 
ulate high-rise fires, at 
Oldbury Fire Station, close 
to junction two of the M5. 

The facility - the first of 
its kind in the UK - would be 
used by fire services from 
across the country and con¬ 
tinent. 

Fire bosses said the build¬ 
ing was needed to address a 
deficiency in current train¬ 
ing, and planning chiefs at 
Sandwell Council have given 
the go-ahead. 

They hope it could boost 
the economy as firefighters 
will use hotels, restaurants 
and pubs while they are in 
the area for their training. 

Constructed of metal 
cabins, the tower would be 
set on fire up to a maximum 
of three times a day, seven 
days a week. 

Each burn would last 
around an hour. 

A report by planning offi¬ 
cers stated no objections 
were made to the applica¬ 
tion, but the council’s head 
of environmental health has 
requested that a condition 
be included to prevent the 
burning of contaminated or 
wet fuels.

A £1.2 million conference and 
banqueting suite will be built in 
West Bromwich creating 50 jobs, 
under new plans. 

Businessman Rajinder Singh, who owns 
the Jewels Banqueting Suite, Smethwick, 
wants to transform a former factory in Col¬ 
liery Road into an event centre. 

The venue, which is close to The Haw¬ 
thorns ground, is aimed at the local commu¬ 
nity and in addition to the weddings and 
conferences it will hold pre-match events. 

Mr Singh has applied to Sandwell Council 
for planning permission for the venue, 
which will cater for up to 800 people. 

The site is used as storage space for cara¬ 
vans and was a former car seat manufactur¬ 
ing plant, but will be transformed into in a 
multi-functional venue for community use. 

Mr Singh said it would be modern in 
design and include a restaurant, conference 
facilities, meeting rooms and a hall. 

The venue would create 30 full-time jobs 
and 20 part-time, with roles including bar 
staff, floor managers, chefs, waiters, secu¬ 
rity and cleaners. There would have 147 car 
parking spaces, which Mr Singh plans to 
allow fans to use on match days. 

A report to the planning committee says: 
“The regeneration of the dilapidated build¬ 
ing would be very successful in this vicin¬ 
ity.” Mr Singh said: “We want to work with 
the community, because the facilities will be 
for them. I am very interested in hearing 
what people have to say.”

YMCA gets £9m boost 
for revamp of its base 


A CHARITY has secured £9 
million funding to revamp its base 
in West Bromwich. 

The YMCA has now recruited contractors 
for work on the second and third phase of 
the refurbishment project and builders are 
expected on site soon. 

The project is being developed in a part¬ 
nership with Sandwell Council and the 
Homes and Communities Agency. 

The money has come from a number of 
organisations including the YMCA Black 
Country Group, the Homes and Community 
Agency and the Black Country Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership. 

The first phase of work at the Carters 
Green base cost £lm and was completed last 
year. It saw a wooden clad and glass hub 
building built which houses a nursery and 
community meeting rooms.

Phase two and three will see the building 
fitted with amodern glass frontage, and a 
new tower built.

“Over that time, we have worked hard to 
deliver services people want, and have 
developed the site accordingly.”

Supermarket may lose 
licence over duty fiddle 


A SMETHWICK supermarket 
which sold non-duty paid ciga¬ 
rettes and alcohol, cheating the 
tax man out of thousands of 
pounds, may lose its licence. 

Trading standards bosses want the 
licence of Quality Supermarket, West Cross 
Shopping Centre, Oldbury Road, revoked. 

Sandwell licensing chiefs will conduct a 
licence review ordered on the grounds of the 
prevention of crime and disorder. 

A report to the panel says the licence 
holder and supervisor is Mohan Singh 
Chawla. On October 31 the shop was visited 
by her Majesty’s Revenue and Customs and 
Sandwell Council’s trading standards team. 

The report said information was received 
that non-duty paid items might be found. 

Checks were to be made to ensure licens¬ 
ing conditions were being complied with and 
that alcohol and tobacco products were 
genuine. 

Seized 

“No evidence of fake items was found by 
Trading Standards. However, officers from 
HMRC seized a number of items from the 
premises on suspicion of being non-duty 
paid,” the report said. 

Items seized were 4,180 mixed branded 
cigarettes, 480 under the shop counter and 
3,700 in the boot of Mr Chawla’s vehicle 
parked outside. In addition, 106.1 litres of 
spirits in the shop and storeroom was 
seized. The total duty evaded was £2,313.96. 

A joint visit was made by trading stan¬ 
dards and customs officers looking for coun¬ 
terfeit tobacco and non-duty paid tobacco. 

A total of 44 counterfeit DVDs were found 
and seized and the owner was given a 
departmental caution. The DVDs were also 
disposed of. The report added: “Due to the 
scale of the duty evasion and the previous 
adverse history of the premise we request 
that the licence is revoked.” 

The licence review hearing will take place 
on April 15

Gunman was punched 
in face during attack 


A HOODED gang pointed a gun in 
the face of a terrified man, 
shouted “shoot him” and threw 
him into the garden at his Wed- 
nesbury home, a judge heard. 

Stephen Handley’s stepfather had the 
gun in his face at point blank range after 
going to help but punched the gunman in 
the face. 

Mr Harpreet Sandhu prosecuting, told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court Mr Handley: 
“Opened the door a few inches before his 
arm was trapped and repeatedly struck as he 
tried to stop the door being pushed wide 
open. A black handgun was pushed through 
the partially opened door and somebody 
shouted ‘shoot him, shoot him’.” 

Mr Handley answered a knock on the 
front door in Hillary Avenue, at about 
10.30pm on March 5 2012. 

Several of four or five men in balaclavas 
ran off as his stepfather, Roy Middlebrook, 
came to help and punched John Higginson, 
aged 44, the man holding the gun, in the face 
as the weapon was pointed at him at point 
blank range, the court heard. 

Higginson’s hood came off as he was pin¬ 
ned down by Mr Middlebrook before others 
persuaded him to free the attacker, who was 
still holding the gun, said Mr Sandhu. 

Higginson, who had facial injuries, and 
the remaining member of the gang fled but 
he was recognised later by Mr Handley at 
Sandwell Hospital where both went inde¬ 
pendently for treatment. 

Blood found at the scene matched the 
defendant who was arrested when found 
hiding under a duvet at his mother’s home. 
The weapon, not found, was allegedly an 
unloaded black plastic ball bearing-type . 

Mr Jonathan Barker, defending, said Hig¬ 
ginson was not the one to point the gun but 
did threaten Mr Middlebrook with the imi¬ 
tation. People he owed a drug debt to 
recruited him and he was too frightened to 
name. Higginson, of Johnson Road, Friar 
Park, Wednesbury, admitted assault and 
possession of an imitation firearm and was 
jailed for 22 months.

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Angry traders risk court 
action over levy refusal

ANGRY business owners in 
West Bromwich are risking 
court action by refusing to 
pay a levy that goes 
towards improving the 
area. 

Some traders want to stop paying 
a levy imposed on them by the 
Albion Business Improvement Dis¬ 
trict (AlbionBID2) because they say 
they did not choose to pay it and are 
not getting value for money. 

And some have even been sent 
court summons by Sandwell 
Council for non-payment, with 
others having previously been 
visited by bailiffs. 

Backed by Government legisla¬ 
tion, the BID was formed in 2006 in 
an industrial area containing 88 
businesses. 

It charges those within the area a 
levy, calculated on business rates, 
which then goes towards improving 
the area. 

The BID was created for five years 
but extended in 2011 to encompass

a total of 120 businesses. According 
to legislation, the businesses must 
vote on the formation of a BID, and 
if more than 51 per cent agree it will 
be set up. 

But some of those included in the 
extended BID area claim they were 
not aware of a vote, and say they are 
not getting value for the levy. 

Craig Stevens, boss of CCG Con¬ 
struction on Roway Lane, said 
although the BID has promised 
beefed-up security he has seen little 
sign of improvement despite paying 
£800 a year. 

Summons 

“We’ve had that many break-ins 
since it happened - it doesn’t help,” 
he said. 

“We made a loss for the first time 
in 17 years last year, and that £800 
was money we could have saved.” 

Mr Stevens said the first he knew 
of BID was when he received a bill. 

Sukhbir Gill, of GB Windows, 
Credenda Road, has been sent a 


summons for non-payment of £470. 
An impending court case has been 
delayed for talks between the busi¬ 
nesses and the BID. 

He said: “We have never signed up 
for this. They have told us the major¬ 
ity did sign up for it so we all have to 
go along.” 

But AlbionBID2 said the relevant 
material was distributed to all busi¬ 
nesses prior to the vote, in adher¬ 
ence with the legislation. Officials 
said the first five-year term crime 
was reduced by 50 per cent, and are 
planning on spending £627,000 on 
security measures in this second 
term. 

Chairman Stuart Fell said: “The 
formation of a BID is underpinned 
by legislation and is based on a dem¬ 
ocratic vote whilst strictly adhering 
to a legal process. 

“Once a BID is established, all 
businesses within the area are 
required to pay an individual levy 
based on their rateable value. 

“In respect of Albion BID2, all 
aspects of the legislation were fully 
adhered to.”

The search for a star 
to light up our lives 


ack in the mid-1970s, when 
Simon Cowell was a teenager 
with big dreams of fame and 
fortune, host Derek Hobson welcomed 
countless acts to the ATV studios for 
New Faces. 

Although the show was a launch 
pad for the likes of Lenny Henry and 
Victoria Wood, in retrospect the format 
was more like Phoenix Nights’ 
auditions than prime-time Saturday 
night. 

A good idea, but a limited budget, 
drab set and male-dominated judging 
panel meant it was in need of glamour 
and pizzazz. By June 2007, things had 
changed as Cowell launched his 
version of the good old-fashioned 
talent show. 

Britain’s Got Talent, ITV, Saturday, 

7pm not only struck a chord with the 
masses, it became an annual 
institution. 

That first run aired on consecutive 
nights on ITV1, with the first five 
shows featuring the audition stages, 
held in London, Cardiff, Birmingham 
and Manchester. 

The final four episodes were the live 
semi-finals and final, with opera singer 


Paul Potts emerging as the winner of 
the public vote. 

It was watched by more than 
11 million viewers, so little wonder ITV 
bosses were left hungry for more. In 
the years that followed, we’ve seen 
dancer George Sampson, dance 
troupe Diversity, acrobatic outfit 
Spelbound, singer Jai McDowall, and 
dancing dog act Ashleigh and Pudsey 
all clinch victory, with last year’s live 
final on May 12 attracting 12.5million 
viewers. Ashleigh and Pudsey also 
went home half-a-million pounds 
richer thanks to the highest payout in 
BGT’s history. 

Which brings us to this year’s 
contest as recent chart-busters Ant 
and Dec return for another selection 
of weird and wonderful acts hoping to 
launch their careers, get their hands 
(or paws) on that cash, and perform at 
the Royal Variety Performance in 
December. 

The latest auditions kicked off on 
January 7 this year, and now is your 
first chance to see the good, the bad 
and the downright dreadful. Of course, 
as Susan Boyle proved, you don’t 
even need to win the show to become 
a global sensation. _ 


Runners up Stavros Flatley, Twist & 
Pulse and Paul Burling proved good 
value for money on home turf, but the 
viral appeal of Su-Bo’s I Dreamed A 
Dream audition not only won a 
worldwide fanbase, but also helped 
greenlight an Oscar-winning movie 
version of Les Miserables.

One woman who’s thrilled to be 
back on the judging panel is Amanda 
Holden. “I can’t wait. It’ll be really 
interesting to see the dynamic and 
see whether David Walliams will be 
able to get away with murder like he 
did last year,” she laughs.

DAVID Wilson Homes Mercia is 
urging homebuyers in the West Mid¬ 
lands to take action to get mortgage 
fit and avoid missing out on the 
‘Help to Buy’ scheme, announced in 
the 2013 Budget, which is set to 
slash the cost of buying a new home 
to a five year low. 

The ‘Help to Buy’ initiative will dramat¬ 
ically improve the prospect of owning a 
home or moving home as it reduces the 
deposit required to just five per cent and 
will also enable qualifying customers to 
access low cost mortgage finance. 

The scheme provides new build homebuyers 
with the prospect of a 20 per cent equity loan 
from the Government, with no interest payable 


for the first five years. However, to participate 
in the scheme, homebuyers must be attractive 
to mortgage lenders so David Wilson Homes 
has published six top tips to enable customers 
to get mortgage fit and avoid missing out on the 
home they want to buy. 

1. Check your credit score 

First of all, check your score. You can do this 
easily online with the two main credit reference 
agencies; Experian and Equifax. Ensure all 
information is correct and if it isn’t, write to the 
agency and request that they change it. If you 
have a poor score, you will be able to start 
making changes to improve it. 

2. Understand your limits 

If you have existing credit such as credit 
cards and loans, you must ensure that you keep 
up with the minimum repayments. If you are 
really struggling to pay, speak to your lender as 
this may show favourably on your credit score. 


Similarly try not to get too close to your credit 
limit, if you do, lenders may view this as ‘exces¬ 
sive’ debt. 

Missed payments, County Court Judgements 
(CCJs) and defaulting on credit can be why up 
to a third of applicants are rejected for mort¬ 
gage finance. 

A growing percentage of applicants are also 
being rejected for taking payday loans and 
betting patterns being evident on bank state¬ 
ments. 

3. The family connection 

Details of your family’s credit score are not 
kept on your file, so long as you don’t have any 
joint finances. If you do, you are likely to be co¬ 
scored and this could stop you securing a mort¬ 
age. So if a family member, partner or 
ousemate has a poor credit score, keep your 
finances rigidly separate. This includes joint 
accounts and bills under both names. 


4. It’s all in your history 

You may not realise, but as many as 1 in 10 
house hunters looking to buy a home - have no 
credit history. They are often viewed as less 
credible as lenders have no information to base 
their decision on. 

Although you should never get in debt to 
build up a credit history, by taking out a credit 
card and using it regularly (ensuring you pay 
off the bill at the end of the month with a direct 
debit) you will begin to build a credit history. 
Another good way to build your score is by 
taking out a mobile phone contract. 

5. Get on the electoral roll 

You should try to show lenders that you have 
a ‘stable’ lifestyle, for example you are in full¬ 
time employment and live at a fixed address. If 
you aren’t already, register for the electoral roll 
as you’re unlikely to get credit without it. 

Also if you can, provide information such as 


a landline number rather than a mobile phone 
number. 

6. Be consistent and double check 

It sounds simple, but one slip up on the appli¬ 
cation form could scupper your chances for 
securing a mortgage. This could be from a 
simple mistake, such as putting a salary of 
£3,000 instead of £30,000 but it could also be 
from inconsistent information (even on other 
mortgage application forms) as this can flag up 
possible cases of fraud and could slow down or 
stop your application altogether. 

Also bear in mind that submitting numerous 
applications in a short space of time could have 
a negative effect as lenders will worry about 
why you have been rejected before.

MAZDA has enhanced three 
of its special edition Mazda3 
models with more equipment, 
while prices are unchanged. 

Two Venture models, one powered 
by a 1.6-litre petrol and the other by a 
1.6 diesel, share a selection of new fea¬ 
tures, while the high-end Mazda3 
Sport Nav, with a 2.2-litre diesel under 
the bonnet, receives a different set of 
extras.

Subaru reveals price list for 
the new range of Foresters 


THE new Subaru Forester will 
cost from £24,995 on the road 
when it goes on sale in May, 
but a question mark hangs 
over the difference in specifi¬ 
cation between petrol and 
diesel models. 

However, the trim level differs from 
petrol models to diesels, with petrol 
trim levels identified as XE, XE 
Premium and XT, while diesel versions 
can be ordered as X, XC or X Premium. 

Subaru has confirmed prices across 


the range as the fourth-generation go- 
anywhere SUV approaches its show¬ 
room debut. 

The entry price will be for a 2.0-litre 
diesel X model. 

The differences in price between the 
relative options, given that diesel 
engines are frequently more expensive 
to buy than their petrol counterparts, 
suggest that petrol models may be 
better equipped. 

From the entry price, an extra £500 
buys the 2.0-litre petrol XE model, and 
while the same engine in XE Premium 
trim and with a CVT automatic 


gearbox costs the same £28,995 as the 
highest-spec diesel, XT is a unique trim 
grade only available with a petrol 
engine and the CVT transmission, 
priced at £30,999. 

There are two points in the range at 
which an automatic petrol model is the 
same price as a manual diesel, hinting 
that the specifications may be similar 
despite the difference in lettering. 

But at the bottom and top of the 
range things are less clear cut. 

Subaru is set to release full equip¬ 
ment and technical specifications in 
mid-April.

Icon, predicted to be the volume 
seller, adds DAB radio, 17in alloy 
wheels, satellite navigation with a 
touchscreen media interface and a 
rear-view reversing camera, cruise 
control, climate control, electric 
lumbar support for the driver, electric 
rear windows and automatic head¬ 
lights and wipers. 

The Icon Plus adds polish to the 


impressive spec with an 11-speaker 
audio system, half-leather upholstery, 
a unique alloy wheel design, a nickel- 
and wood-effect centre console and 
electric folding door mirrors. 

Finally, the Excel grade is king of the 
hill with full black leather seats, 18in 
alloy wheels, LED daytime running 
lights, heated front seats with electric 
adjustment, bi-xenon headlights and 
additional rear parking sensors. 

Prices will start from £19,155 for the 
Active 1.8 petrol manual saloon, with 
the key Icon model priced at £22,445 
and £23,495 for the saloon and the 
Tourer estate respectively. 

Icon Plus asks an extra £1,800, while 
the most expensive option is the Excel 
2.2-litre D-CAT 150 diesel Tourer with 
an automatic gearbox, at £29,895.

Rousing finale wins 
an ovation from fans

ALBION produced a rousing 
finale which drew an appreciative 
ovation from their fans. Now they 
must do the same for their 
season. 

Rightly or wrongly, the sense of the 
region’s best Premier League campaign suf¬ 
fering from premature fade-out is in the air, 
writes Martin Swain. 

Saturday’s 2-1 defeat by Arsenal left the 
Baggies boasting only three wins in their 
last 13 games. 

Despite giving the Gunners a two-goal 
start, this was a game Albion might still 
have won. With Arsenal reduced to 10 men 
at the first sign of pressure, the contest fin¬ 
ished with the home side racking up any 
number of opportunities. But they 
remained in eighth spot despite a second 
successive defeat and one point from the last 
nine - that is key to the problem. 

Edge 

Albion are rock-solid stable after an 
incredible couple of years which have seen 
the club crack the top 10. That has done 
wonders for their long-range planning but, 
as their underpowered first hour against 
Arsenal revealed, taken the edge and inten¬ 
sity out of their football. 

That’s why head coach Steve Clarke was 
keen to start discussing future targets after 
this defeat. 

Those targets begin with an immediate 
challenge to these players to hit 50 Premier 
League points for the first time before next 
season adding the one entry missing from 
Albion’s log book of this modern era - a 
serious, major cup challenge. 

Albion’s mid-table security may be dull 
but it has serious advantages. With survival 
never in doubt, new sporting and technical 
director Richard Gar lick has been able to get 
on with the planning for what promises to be 
a busy summer of personnel changes. 


It’s a big challenge for Albion to get better 
within the club’s natural restraints but the 
word is that “interesting” targets are on the 
list. What’s more, with the stadium expan¬ 
sion halted and oodles of cash coming in 
from the new media deal, even famously- 
cautious chairman Jeremy Peace must 
concede the club can do a bit of business 
without risking the sober financial planning 
which has taken Albion this far. 

Clarke returned to his tried and trusted 
plan - “whenever we have played the big 
teams we have started with one up front this 
season” - and left Romelu Lukaku on the 
bench. This was tactical, he insisted, and 
nothing to do with the domestic difficulties 
entangling the player’s family back in 
Belgium. 

But the change in urgency, mood and 
attacking threat when the rampaging 
Lukaku did make his entrance just after the 


hour left The Hawthorns pining for what 
could have been. It must be acknowledged 
by then the game was set to its course. 

Albion had been neat and competent 
without truly threatening Arsenal. The vis¬ 
itors had taken what seemed an unshake- 
able grip with two splendid goals by Tomas 
Rosicky. The first owed much to Gervinho 
twisting and turning Gareth McAuley into 
submission to set up the chance, but the 
second saw Rosicky escape all markers to hit 
a stunning volley that Ben Foster could only 
parry back into his path for a simple finish. 
Fifty minutes gone, two-down. 

Arsenal had a lead to protect and Albion 
only one target to pursue - to try to rescue 
something, anything, from the afternoon. 
Whether it was this which flipped the game 
on its head or Clarke’s more emboldened 
attacking set-up as he turned to his substi¬ 
tutes but, revitalized by Lukaku’s support 


for a previously-isolated Shane Long, Albion 
were suddenly a different team - and so 
were Arsenal. 

We have read much about the Gunners’ 
brittle defending this season and The 
Hawthorns saw it come to the surface as the 
game changed in mood and tempo. Per 
Mertesacker had already pushed his luck by 
bringing down Long before a second offence 
on 70 minutes led to the red card and 
penalty - converted by James Morrison - 
which brought Albion within striking dis¬ 
tance of Arsene Wenger’s team. 

How they did not land a blow to at least 
claim equality was a source of frustration. 
One by one, the chances came and went, 
McAuley, Morrison, Lukaku and Long all 
failing. Oh what might have been. The 
ambition now must be to make sure we are 
not saying the same about the entire season 
in a few weeks time.

Foster acknowledges the 
task of taking Albion to an 
even higher level is a taxing 
challenge for Clarke and 
Richard Garlick, new sport¬ 
ing and technical director. 

“It’s a tough one,” said 30- 
year-old Foster. “We’ve got 
quite a settled team at the 
minute, which is nice. There 
are quite a few teams that 
could go either way next 
season.

“It’s up to the manager 
whether or not he wants to 
add to the squad and, if he 
does, what sort of players he 
wants to add.
